The testimony against him was 
in the shape of letters and telegrams to 
Cashier Hopkins of the People's Bank 
In which about $600,000 of the State 
funds were deposited.

Attorney produced evidence to show 
that Quay bail the nse of .$200,000 of 
these funds, because he had sufficient 
influence with the State Treasurer to 
Iqduce him to deposit about $600,000 
of the public funds ia the bank.

He is eaid to be a member o 
a gang of Pennsylvania politicians who 
understand addition, division and sil- 
ence and have been plundering tho 
State for years. 


GKKIHANY PROTESTING. 


News comes from Berlin that the 


Emperor of Germany is resolved under 
no circumstances to permit the United 
States to retain tha Philippine Islands, 
He is said to bo of the opinion that 
were he to give way in this matter not 
only German interests, political as 
well as commercial, would suffer in the 
far East, out that Gorman prestige 
would suffer a lasting blow in the eyes 
of Spain aud other European powers. 


It is reported from Washington that 


the authorities anticipate trouble of 
the gravest character with Germany 
In connection with tbe Philippines and 
that Secretary Long telegraphed or 
ders countermanding the sailing of the 
Oregon aud the Iowa for Manilu until 
farther instructions. 


These reports may be exaggerated, as 


it ia not probable that Germany would 
engage in a war with the United States 
to help Spain retain a foothold in the 
Philippines, especially us the natives 
of those islands are in open revolt 
against Spanish supremacy and Spain 
seems unable to cope with Aguiualdo. 


THE United States Mint at San Fran- 


olsno anil the Canadian officials at Ot- 
tawa, now agree in placing the yeild of 
gold in Alaska for 1898 at $3,000,000. 
A year ago the gold syndicate esti- 
mated that tbe Alaska gold product 
for 1898 would exceed .f 150,000,000. This 
was done to discredit the nse oC silver 
and silence the demand for free coin- 
age on the ground that the gold pro- 
duct would be large enough to enable 
the civilized world to adopt and msin- 
tii« the single gold standard. 


The platform of tho Silver Party 


was set up by Nevada printers nnd 
published in the JOUBNAL the morning 
after the convention.

STEWART'S SPEECH. 


In 1892 tbe people of Nevada became 
atisfled that both tbe old parties were 
n favor of tbe maintenance of the sin- 
gle gold standard and that their pro- 
essions to the contrary were false. In 
be early summer of that year a con- 
vention of citizens, irrespective ot 
party met at Beno and formed tbe Sil- 
er party. Mr. Casaidy was one of the 
eading spirits in that convention and 
made a most powerful and thrilling 
speech wbicb cost him bis life. He 
died in a few hours after that great 
tffort. 
Afterwards, primaries were 


held and a nominating convention was 
assembled at Wmnemacca wbicb put 
orth a strong platform in which the 
action of the two old parties on the 
money question was reviewed and con- 
demned. 
James B. Weaver was the 


only Presidential candidate committed 
to tbe cause of silver. He was endorsed 
by tbe Silver party for that reason and 
that reason alone, The Congressional 
and Senatorial elections were then 
pending. My colleague, Mr. Newlands, 
were elected by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, and the Presidential electors in 
tavor of James B. Weaver, tbe silver 
candidate, carried every county. The 
Legislature was unanimous for silver 
and re-elected me to the Senate without 
opposition. 
Tha independent Silver 


party of Nevada became a power in tbe 
land. The example of making silver 
the important issue had un important 
influence throughout the whole coun- 
try. 
Tbe struggle in tbe two old par- 


ties to retain tbe silver vote became 
active in every State. Tbe Democratic, 
party succeeded in the West and South 
in sending silver delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention, and controlled that 
convention by a two-thirds vote. Tbe 
gold men of tbe East sloughed off and 
either vated for MoKinley or for Palmer 
and Buokner. The trne men ot the 
West and South stood firm and issued 
a platform making ail vert be paramount 
,'^aue, and the free coinage at tbe ratio 
of 1<? to 1, by tbe United States, acting 


sands of votes-for the Bepnblloan can- 
didate in 1896, but that pretense can 
never be used again. The Bepubliop.n 
party has repudiated international bi- 
metallism as well as free coinage, and 
is now squarely for the gold standard. 


The Bepnblican party of Nevada pre- 


tend that the National Bepublican 
party dominated by Hanna is for bi- 
metallism. When they wrote the fol- 
lowing plank in their platform, they 
must have had in view a deception of 
the people. Here is what the Bepnb- 
licansoay; 
" We are firmly convinced that tbe 


final adjustment of the money question 
must come by and through the Repub- 
lican party. The party is pledged to 
bimetallism. 
We therefore declare 


that tbe settlement ot this important 
question may be safely left to the Re- 
publican party ot the nation." 


Now, what did the great Bepublican 


party ot tbe nation declare in con- 
vention at Bt, Louis in 1896; Listen: 
" We arc opposed to the free coinage 


of silver except by international agree- 
ment with the leading commercial na- 
tions of the world which we pledge 


the National Convention at St. Louis." 


Notwithstanding all this evidence 


and contrary to tbe commands of Mr. 
Hanna, tbe Republicans ot this State 
say the Great Bepnblican party of the 
Nation is for bimetallism and rely on 
that party to obtain it. Can anything 
be more absurd than that ? I hope the 
declaration was made in good faith and 
in ignorance of the principles of the 
Bepublioan party of Hantia. I do not 
want to believe that my fellow citizens 
of the Bepublioan party knowingly in- 
tended to humbug the people. 


The Senator then spoke of the bene- 


fits secured for the State in Congress, 
notably tbe State war claims of $404,- 
000, which he said were practically sure' 
of being paid at tbe coming session, 
also the Piute War Claims. He dwelt 
uppn the importance of the Stale Uni- 
versity, and the advantage of the en- 
dowment ot $10,000 annually from tbe 
Government.

He declared that tbe Silver 
Party is absolutely necessary to com- 
pel the Democratic party to hold fast 
to its declaration for free coinage.

The Artesian Water, 


Prof. N. E. Wilson, Station Chemist 


at the University, has made an analysis 
of a sample of water from the artesian 
well, bored at John Sparks' ranch by 
the Pettigrew Bros. 


According to the analysis, one gallon 


of tbe water would contain the follow- 
ing in grains: Silica,6904; iron and 
alumina, 2.383; sodium chloride, (com- 
mon salts), 1.166; sodium sulphate 
(glanber salts), 21,581; calcium sulphate 
gypsum, 2.266; magnesium sulphate, 
(Epsom salts), i.337.

party joined the silver men in the Dem- 
ocratic party and swelled the vote of 
Wm. J. Bryan to 6,500,000 which far 
surpassed the vote ever given to any 
Presidential candidate previous to tbat 
time. In every State west of tbe Alle- 
ghenies and south of the Petomac, in 
which there has been acouvention held 
since 1896, of either Democratic, Silver, 
Bepnblloan or Populist, an unqualified 
declaration has been made in favor of 
the principles of the Chicago platform.
